Mr. Truman sam 
the treaty deals with the "realities 
of tho situation we face today." Ho 
also said it is sot up "within the 
terms of tho United Nations' Charter 
and the constitution of the United 
States .*' 
“ThU treaty is only one .step—a l­ 
though a long one—on the road to 
peace," tho President declared "No 
single action, no matter how signifi­ 
cant, will achieve peace. We must 
continue to work patientk and care­ 
fully. advancing with practical, real­ 
istic steps in the light of circum­ 
stances and event* a* they occur, 
building

soundly and solidly." 
Signed Last Week 
The treaty was signed here by 12 
nations on Monday of last week It 
pledges thorn to aid each other in 
event that one of them is attacked 
by an aggressor. 
To become binding on tho United 
States, tho treaty must receive tho 
Senates ratification 
That romans 
approval by a two-thirds vote. 
Administration loaders are confi­ 
dent that tho Senate alii eventually 
ratify It, but a long debate is ex­ 
pected once the treaty reaches the 
Senate floor.
